When | first heard that some renegade employee had gotten their hands on the WWE 
Book of Rules and decided to share it with the world, | couldn’t keep a slight smirk from crossing 
my face. That may come as a surprise considering I’m now a figure of authority (still can’t get 
used to that word...) in WWE. But even though I’ve stepped into this new role, I’m still a Super- 
star at heart—and that’s why | can appreciate this act of rebellion. 


In a lot of ways, my in-ring career was built on breaking the so-called “rules” of WWE. | came into 
the company with a lot of eyes on me—many of them for the wrong reasons. There weren't any 
written directives stating you couldn't be a vegan if you worked for WWE. And I'm pretty sure | 
never saw a mandate that all Superstars own a television. But given the way some people talked 
to me in those days, you'd think such rules did exist. Some people referred to me as the “small-fry 
indie guy” or a “B-plus player.” Michael Cole simplified things and just called me a nerd (Hey, pot? 
It’s kettle. Got a message for you...). But | knew it was up to me to make them eventually call me 
“champion,” and | was gonna break, ignore or rewrite any rule necessary to make that happen. 


| actually have my own personal history with the WWE Book of Rules. | first encountered it the 
same night | made my Raw debut. | was wandering around backstage, anxious about making a 
major impact, and decided to stop by catering for a quick kale fix when | saw this rather unusual- 
looking folder on a table in the corner of the room. As far as official rule books go, it wasn’t at all 
what you'd expect. Rough around the edges and totally unlike anything else I’d seen in the pro- 
duction office or anywhere else backstage. | couldn't take my eyes off of it (kinda sounds like me, 
doesn't it?!). | knew the rule book was important, and | looked forward to one day making my own 
additions to its pages. Ironically, I'd figuratively throw the whole thing right out the window later that 
same night when | joined the rest of Nexus to take over Raw. Obviously, we all make mistakes. 


After | cooled down and settled into the company a little bit, I'd seek out the Book of Rules back- 
stage and flip through it. | have a tremendous respect for the rich history of WWE, and | recog- 
nize the importance of having some guidelines here and there. There are plenty of rules | agreed 
with immediately. | won my first world championship thanks to the decree that you can cash in a 
Money in the Bank contract at ANY TIME (sorry, Show)! Plus, the somewhat loose dress code 
for Superstars allowed me to wear some pretty awesome robes, jackets and T-shirts on my way 


to the ring. Oh, and there’s no edict against marrying a fellow Superstar, whether you're a Bella 
Twin or Billy and Chuck. But, obviously, the “rules’—or rather, the people in charge of enforcing 
them—eventually became a huge obstacle in my career. That's when | started to break the ones 
| didn’t agree with and, in some cases, make my own. 


Once The Authority started screwing me out of the WWE Championship any time | got near it, the 
Book of Rules became my new best friend. Sometimes | would bring it out just to throw in their 
face whenever | felt they were being hypocrites going against the framing document of their own 
company. Other times | would use it to mess with them, either by defacing memos, rewriting rules 
behind their backs or by tearing out any ridiculous additions as soon as they'd make them (Hint: 
You won't find a rule in here that says “B-plus players cannot be WWE champion’). 


My favorite way to use the Book of Rules during this time, though, was as inspiration. | would 
look at all the ways someone like Stone Cold Steve Austin would turn these rules upside down 

in retaliation against everything Mr. McMahon tried to put him through, and | related completely. | 
didn’t drive a beer truck into the arena and hose everyone down, but | think | got under Triple H’s 
skin just as much when | led members of the WWE Universe into the ring for our “Occupy Raw” 
movement. Then | would come to a page and see a rule written by Mick Foley, and I'd think about 
how he became champion despite being a far cry from the “corporate-looking” Superstar they've 
always preferred. That solidified my decision to let my beard and my hair grow even wilder in 

my uphill battles against The Authority. | came to learn which rules would help me and which 
ones | should go ahead and ignore, and | had history on my side to back it all up. And look how 
it worked out! | went on to shatter the glass ceiling at WrestleMania 30, winning the WWE World 
Heavyweight Championship. | became the general manager of Smackdown. And | don't think | 
could've done those things had | not interpreted this Book of Rules for myself, rather than sheep- 
ishly obeying it (I’m not a sheep, I’m a goat). 


| think the main thing I’ve taken away from my experience with the WWE Book of Rules is that, in 
WWE, as in life, sometimes you have to make your own law. Write your own code, and stand by 
it. So, as a former champion, as a general manager and the right-hand man of Shane McMahon, 
do | support the decision of a WWE employee to steal and distribute this extremely confidential 
Book of Rules, essentially sticking it to the brass at Titan Tower? 


I’ve got three words for you: 


YES! YES! YES!

EDITOR: 


Dear Reader, 


What you're about to read—or rather, 
experience—is a living, breathing 
document that has been written, 
revised, reinterpreted and regretted 
throughout WWE history. Despite 
hearing rumblings about this rule book 
since my very first day with the com- 
pany, I always figured it was merely 

a myth. My assumption for years was 
that this fabled “infinitely expanding 
book of rules” was just part of locker 
room lore, like the stories of Crash 
Holly beating Mark Henry in an arm 
wrestling match or that rumor about 
Boogeyman being the result of a Papa 
Shango hex gone wrong. 


Then I found it. 


It was SummerSlam weekend in 
Brooklyn, and I had been assigned to 
interview some of the Superstars for an 
upcoming project. As I was walking by 
a production truck on my way out of the 
Barclays Center, I nearly tripped over 
something lying on the asphalt. I looked 
down to see a timeworn manilla folder 
bursting at all edges with content, 
pages and pages and pages spilling out 
from the sides. At first I thought it was 
an early draft of another Mick Foley 
manuscript or possibly the archive of 
an underground WWE fanzine. But as I 
carefully gathered the scattered pages, I 
began to realize the truth. 


It wasn’t just a folder of documents—it 
looked like an artifact that had survived 


chaos, calamity and the Corporation. 
Maybe it had been there when Ricky 
“The Dragon” Steamboat beat Macho 
Man Randy Savage for the Interconti- 
nental Championship at WrestleMania 
ITI, It’s entirely possible it had been 

run over by a beer truck, a zamboni, a 
monster truck or maybe all three during 
the rebellious reign of “Stone Cold”Steve 
Austin. It was probably there when 
Brock Lesnar conquered Undertaker’s 
streak at WrestleMania 30, as the 
whole folder is marked with faded soda 
stains that look like they came from a 
classic spit take. I knew exactly what I 
was holding in my hands. This was the 
WWE Book of Rules. 


I couldn't stop looking at it. I am, after- 
all, a lifelong WWE fan who landed a 
dream job the day I was hired as an 
editor with the company. The 12-year- 
old kid in me (who’s still rocking a 
Mankind mask and a J.0.B. Squad 
T-shirt) was begging me to just crack 

it open and see what this continuously 
growing WWE time capsule, essen- 
tially, had inside. So, I did. And once 

I started flipping through everything, 
well, let’s just say I had a hard time not 
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breaking out into a one-man “THIS IS 
AWESOME? chant in that parking lot. 


The WWE Book of Rules is unlike any 
other collection of regulations you 
might see in a sports organization, 
which is only natural, as professional 
wrestling within WWE is unlike any 
sport anywhere in the world. The 
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rules are not neatly typed, bound and 
coated in a swank leather cover. Many 
are scrawled on scrap paper, some 

are penned on paper towels, pieces of 
stationery, sticky notes and in one case, 
a police report. 


Of course, this chaotic incarnation is 
not how this rule book was originally 
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intended to come together. In the ear- 
liest days of WWE, the dos and don’ts 
were mostly limited to the action in 
the ring, with simple standards and 
practices for traditional matches. 


Back in the days of the territories, the 
rule book supposedly traveled with the 
Superstars from town to town. Riding 
shotgun with the men who would 
define the business, it wound its way 
through the backroads of America, 
from Amarillo to Portland, from dusty 
barn to smoky sportatorium. Along 
the way, new rules were added, old 
ones rewritten and the unspoken laws 
of the business began to take shape. 
Rules were officialized on typewriters 
and the pages were presented to the 
Superstars of the past to be memorized 
and, hopefully, obeyed. But inevitably, 
those rules were bent and broken by 
brazen competitors in no time, leading 
to numerous new rules being created 
for not just the squared circle, but for 
all walks of life as a WWE Superstar, 


In the early days of the business, the 
New York territory was overseen by 
Vince McMahon Sr., who had inherited 


the World Wide Wrestling Federation 
' from his own father, Jess McMahon. 

- Under McMahon Sr., the business as 

_ we know it today began to take shape, 

_ with consummate showmen like “Gor- 
_ geous” George, “Nature Boy” Buddy 

- Rogers and the mighty Bruno Sam- 

- martino dominating both the ring and 
| the airwaves. These were the proto- 

| typical Superstars, the larger-than-life 
_ personas that set the tone for the rulers 
| of the ring we watch today. And, under 
| McMahon’s watchful eye, the rule book 
_ continued to expand. 


When Vince’s son, Vincent Kennedy 
McMahon, began his consolidation 

of the business, vacuuming up the 
territories and bringing them under 
the umbrella of what would become 
WWE, the book came with him and 
underwent its own consolidation. Mr. 
McMahon’s transformation of WWE 
revolutionized the business, and the 
rules soon followed suit. Soon, the 
apparel of the Superstars became an 
area of concern for those in charge, 
with the vibrant, sometimes overly 
scanty, very often outlandish outfits 
requiring new rules be written. Then 
the pageantry of Superstar entrances 
blossomed, leading to new standards 
being set for the right and wrong ways 
of going to and from the ring. And 
then came the Attitude Era, where 

the rule book may as well have been 
thrown out the window. In some 
ways, it was. But the interested parties 
at Titan Tower tried their best to keep 
things under control by vastly expand- 
ing the previously sparse directives for 
special stipulation matches and the 
manner in which Superstars conduct 
themselves. Unsurprisingly, the rich 
history and unpredictable nature of 
this company birthed the monstrous 
manilla folder of haphazard docu- 
ments now considered the official 
WWE Book of Rules—a reference ac- 
cessible by any Superstar and amend- 
ed at will as circumstances required. 


Just like any verbal decree or procla- 
mation that takes place on WWE tele- 
vision, essentially none of these rules 
go unchallenged. No matter how old 
or new a rule is, there are always those 
who strongly object. It doesn’t mat- 
ter if it came from a Superstar or the 
Chairman himself—someone always 
has something to say in response, and 
they’ll gladly deface the original rule to 
make their message known. 


And because I simply couldn’t keep this 
incredible secret to myself, I decided to 
go rogue and share it with the world. 
With the overflowing folder in hand, I 
ran to the nearest office supply store to 
scan as many copies as I could. Yeah, 

it was quite a task. A costly one, too 
(everybody does indeed have a price, 
Mr. DiBiase). So, I didn’t quite get 
everything, but this is at least a vast rep- 
resentation of the mayhem that is this 
rule book. And as you'll see, anything 
can happen in WWE—even if the rules 
say otherwise. 


Will I lose my job over this? 
Probably. 


Will it have been worth it? 
See for yourself.

The middle of the arena is the center of the 
WWE Universe, which is why the command- 
ments for competition had to be set early on. 
But even the oldest, most sacred rules are 
routinely ignored. 


WHAT TO WEAR

Obviously because the above requests are flouted so repeatedly, we ask that IF you are 
going to search beneath the ring apron that you PLEASE return it back to its proper po- 
sition. The crew spends a lot of time making the ring look spectacular for television and 
live-audiences alike. No one wants to see a ring apron tossed haphazardly into the compe- 
tition area. 


Plus, you could slip on it which could be more debilitating than a sledgehammer to the gut.
